Possibly she 
needed her baptism of fire to purge away her dross ; buat that 
she will come forth from it, and take her place again among the 
nations of Europe, we hold to be as certain as the laws of 
Providence can make it, Her hour for deliverance may not yet 
have come, but it is evidently approaching.

may be rendered, if that were possible, still more intense ; but 
she will survive it long enough, we hope, to forget all but the 
lessons of wisdom it may have taught her. Poland is not 
destined to perish ; Imperialism is. Nations such as she cannot 
be trodden out by dynastic ambition. Poland will yet be great 
when the Romanoffs are forgotten, ~~ 

We heartily wish that Europe had not been driven to weigh 
the claims of the nation against the claims of the Emperor, We 
had begun to indulge the hope that it might have been other- 
wise, Alexander II, of Russia, since his accession to the throne, 
has exhibited so many qualities calculated to command respect, 
and has recently accomplished such a magnificently humane 
work in the emancipation of the serfs, that one is slow to believe 
his will to have been fairly represented by what has lately been 
done in Poland under his authority, History, it is true, teaches 
us that heroic zeal for social reforms is not always incompatible 
with the utmost dread and detestation of political progress, 
The absolutism which sets light by all the restraints of political 
and international justice will sometimes take a beneficent 
interest in raising up a down-trodden class, But the present 
Emperor of Russia, previously to the recent occurrences in 
Warsaw, had evinced hopeful tendencies towards a liberal

cannot bring our minds to the conclusion that he was 


playing with national feelings with a view to gain time. 
We cannot but remember that difficulties surround him ; that, 
to some extent, he is in the hands of a fierce, narrow- 
minded, and unscrupulous nobility ; that, despot as he is, he can- 
not do ashe will; and that it is more than barely possible that 
his designs may have been misinterpreted by the incapacity, or 
frustrated by the self-will, of his Viceroy in Poland, Well- 
meaning Sovereigns have before this been involved in the 
worst of crimes by the stupidity or the guile of their repre- 
sentatives, and experience proves that weakness of authority is 
eften more prolific of evil than the most unyielding will, 

Be this, however, as it may, Western Europe has witnessed 
with a thrill of horror the scenes which, in the name, and, for 
aught that appears to the contrary, with the sanction, of the 
Emperor of Russia, have been enacted within the last three 
weeks in the city of Warsaw. Even admitting that the Poles 
had carried their public display of dissatisfaction farther than 
sound policy would dictate, and that they might have done more 
wisely in accepting the concessions offered them by the Emperor, 
and working out by means of them their ultimate object, it is 
yet to be borne ir mind that they had committed no breach 
of the peace, When encouraged and invited by the authorities 
to preserve order among themselves, they discharged that duty 
with a zeal and success that entitled them to the most indulgent 
consideration. So long as they were trusted they showed them- 
selves worthy of trust. It was a blunder—it was even worse 
than a blunder—to excite hopes which were destined to be dashed 
to the ground, Prince Gortschakoff had already gone too far in 
concession to allow of his receding a step without the certainty 
of converting dissatisfaction into disaffection. His sudden with- 
drawal of the responsibility of maintaining order from the hands 
of the citizens to whom he had previously intrusted it; his 
abrupt dissolution of the Agricultural Society, the only associa- 
tion in Poland upon which the people could look with con- 
fidence ; and his hasty concentration of a formidable military 
force in Warsaw, might well awaken suspicion in the popular 
mind and produce demonstrations of increasing distrust, Not 
an act of violence, however, had ‘been committed, not so much 
as a menace of it had been exhibited, when he let loose his 
dragoons upon the unarmed multitude and gave orders to 
his infantry to fire upon them, A more wanton, a more 
brutal, a more cowardly act of butchery has seldom been 
resorted to, It stands out in infamous contrast with the spirit 
of the age, It was like thrusting the grossest barbarism into the 
full light of civilisation, that all men might note its hideous 
features, In one hour the Emperor’s Viceroy threw astain upon 
the bright reputation of his master which it will require years to 
remove, and curdled into loathing the sympathy which Europe 
had begun to feel for the character of Alexander IT. 

Had the unarmed crowd, thickly interspersed with women 
and children, fled panicstricken before the cavalry, as most 
crowds would have done, or had no measures been taken to hem 
them round with soldiery, and shoot them down from opposite 
quarters, the moral effect of the onslaught would yet have been 
most disastrous wherever human life is valued and justice is 
appreciated, Even then the outrage would have excited general 
indignation, But when we learn that the populace stood with 
desperate calmness to be sabred or shot down, and that women 
as well as men braved the pitiless storm of steel and lead, the 
contrast between the tyrant and his victims is inconceivably 
enhanced, No Government, not even that of St. Petersburg, can 
long face the public opinion which this contrast has elicited. 
It has destroyed at one blow the influence which Russia was 
recovering in European councils, It has isolated her from the 
other Governments of Zurope. With that crimsoned right hand 
full in sight, who will jisten to her?—who heed her remon- 
strances /—who receive her suggestions !—who give credit to her 
motives? The unnatural deed will recoil upon her from all 
sides, and the cry of “Murder!” will reverberate in her Council 

Chamber for years to come, In this age, thank God, such 
atrocities cannot be perpetrated with impunity, They may not 

















provoke war ; they may not be followed by armed insurrection ; 
but they are avenged nevertheless, The place which Russia 
held in the comity of nations has been forfeited; her position 
as a European Power has been lowered; her voice has lost 
much of its authority; her prestige has dwindled away; she 
will have to atone for her transgression, and that effectually as 
well as promptly, or she will taste the bitter fruits of an ostra- 
¢ism which no Power more sensitively dreads than she, 

It is an old maxim that “the blood of the martyrs is the seed 
of the Church,” It is true in politics as well as in religion. 
Poland never stood so near the recovery of her nationality as 
when her children waited to be shot down by Russian soldiery, 
The sublimity of that passive attitude has done more 
to convince the world that Poland is worthy to be and 
will be an independent nation .than the most desperate 
struggle could have done, The depth of the sentiment in which 
the nationality of Poland roots itself has been revealed to an 
admiring world. It is now plain enough that despotism cannot 
eradicate it ; that it will abide and grow, spite of every effort to 
destroy it, until the opportunity for its triumph shall arrive ; that 
the policy which aims at its suppression is as utterly useless as it 
is cruel and contrary to treaty ; and that the greatest of modern 
crimes, the partition and absorption of Poland, is not even justi- 
fied by success, This general conviction can tend but to one 
consummation, It will gradually shape events towards the 
reconstruction and independence of the Polish kingdom, The 
sympathies of Europe have long been pointing to that issue, 
The convictions of Europe are now in parallelism with its 
sympathies, The will of Europe will soon set its face towards 
the same quarter. And when that is the case, as we believe it 
shortly will be, Poland and Hungary, as well as Italy, “will 
regain separate individualities of national existence,

FALL OF Fort SuMTER.—Southampton, Friday,—The North 
German Lloyd’s steamer New York, Captain Von Sauter, from New 
York on the 18th inst., has arrived.off Cowes, The New York papers 
contain the following “Fort Sumter had fallen, Major Anderson 
and his comrades after a gallant struggle of some forty hours duration, 
in which he sustained a heavy and continuous fire from the batteries 
of the Secessionists that not only greatly damaged the fort, but also 
set on fire the wooden structures within it, struck his flag and surren- 
dered to the revolutionists, No accounts are given of the casualties of 
the Federal forces. It is stated positively, however, that none of the 
officers of the garrison were wounded, neither were any of the 
Carolinians killed. The fleet off the harbour took no part in the con- 
flict. Major Anderson and his men were conveyed to Morris Island, 
and subsequently Major Anderson proceeded to Charleston, where he is 
the guest of General Beauregard. Despatches describe Washington as 
in a frantic state of excitement. Business is half suspended, The Re- 
publicans are wild with indignation, and curse the rebels. An intense 
bustle prevailed at the War Department. Volunteers and regulars we:é 
under arms, ‘The President is described as being calm and composed, 
The announcement that hostilities had broken out startled the public, 
but there was no panic, Stocks fell, with the exception of Govern- 
ment securities, which were firmly held, Nothing was done in money 
or exchange, War was the sole topic in every circle.”

AxourT two hundred yards distant from Fleet-street, up a gateway on 
the right-hand side of Chancery-lane, just ming the public highway, 
may seen a plain, unobtrusive structure, of sombre aspect, not 
unlike a Dissenting place of worship, which those who take the trouble 
to approach and inquire about will i to be the Rolls Chapel. This 
unimposing building, though less known perhaps than almost any 
other public edifice in the metropolis, is a place of great ee! and 
of considerable historic interest. It was origmally t by 
King Henry IIL, as far back as the year 1231, just three after 
the death of the famous Stephen Archbishop of terbury, 
and two years before the rebellion of the Baglish Barons. The object 
of its founder was the establishment of a place of worship and an 
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very careful and religious man.” The administration of all higher 
branches of the law, it must be remembered, was then in the hands of 
the cl The Masters of the Rolls still exercised the double function 
of a spiritual guide and judicial authority.

THE debate on the Budget has been varied by “ interlocutory 
motions,” not, however, of a very exciting description, Mr, 
Berkeley’s ballot proposition was made, seconded, and rejected, 
without a single additional speech for or against it, Sir S, M. 
Peto’s bill for permitting Dissenters to solemnise funerals in 
Church-of-England graveyards was also rejected by a very large 
majority. It is difficult to understand what objection any sect 
that recognises the leading doctrines of Christianity can have 
to the exquisitely beautiful burial service of the Anglican 
ritual—a service which simply enunciates the bases of hope 
and consolation, and seems to have been framed with kindly 
care to avoid the raising a single controversial theme on 
the edge of the grave, The Attorney-General's bill for 
giving a copyright in works of art, and punishing forgeries 
of the works of eminent painters—a piracy which is shame- 
fully prevalent—seems to be well drawn, and the discussion 
in Committee should be an interesting one. The limiting 
the penalty to a fine of £100 does not appear necessary, as 
the immense sums now given for pictures will tempt many a 
characterless dealer to risk this mulct, especially as a purchaser 
who is at once wealthy and ignorant will be inclined to hold 
his tongue upon the subject of a deception, even should it be 
discovered, Why should the forgery of a name on a hundred- 
pound bill be more severely punished than the forgery of a name 
on a hundred-pound painting? The bill for enabling members 
of the University to vote by papers, without the trouble and 
expense of coming up, has been referred to a Select Committee. 
There is, of course, a double view of this proposal, It is 
urged that non-residents are virtually disfranchised, as 
they will not make long journeys except under special 
pressure. On the other hand, the novelty which it is proposed 
to introduce into our voting system will certainly change 
the character of the representation of the Universities ; 
indeed, it will not be those seats of learning that will send the 
members, but the large and scattered body of persons who have 
passed away from university interests and associations, and who 
do not seem to have a claim to a special franchise except in 
connection with their Alma Mater. The report of the Com- 
mittee may not be held conclusive, and we can imagine that 
certain parties in the House may see a good deal more in the 
bill than a mere means for facilitating an election. A valuable 
measure, intended to settle the tormenting and tormented ques- 
tion of domicile for testamentary purposes, has been introduced 
by Lord Kingsdown, a most competent authority, Finally, it 
may be mentioned that the Bankruptcy Bill is threatened with 
serious modifications in the House of Lords: the delay 
in the discussion is understood to be a compliment to Lord 
Brougham, whose presence upon the occasion is desired, 

It is stated that Prince Napoleon has been induced by some

STRANGE vicissitudes of Art! In 1844 we engraved a medallion, by 
M. Léguine, of the Italian Leg Joseph Mazzini; in 1845, one, by 
the same hand, of Louis Philippe, King of the French, M. Léguine 
little expected at that time that in a few years he would be exer- 
cising his art to commemorate the glories of Louis Napoleon Bonaparte, 
then a proscribed emigrant; yet so it is, and the monument, having 
met with the high approval of the Emperor Napoleon IIL, is 
destined, if not already there, to take its place in the Musée Historique 
at Versailles. This medallion represents the Emperor in profile, sur- 
rounded by a triumphal wreath, on the bands of which are the names 
of his principal victories in Italy. Behind is a trophy of colours, and

on a plinth, in which is inscribed the Napoleonic maxim, “ La Paix.” 
As apiece of mural sculpture the work seems to be all that could be 
desired or expected from the materials.

Te gathering of the people before Count Zamoyski’s Palace, Warsaw, 
on Sunday, the 7th inst.—of which we give an Dlustration on our 
firat page—is thus described by a correspondent of the TJ'imes :— 
“On Sunday, the day after the publication of the decree for the disso- 
lution of the Polish Agricultural Society, public feeling gave itself 
expression in three monster demonstrations. After morning service 
there was an immense gathering at the Cemetery of Powonski, at the 
grave of the victims of the 27th of February. the afternoon many 
thousands assembled in front of the building in which the Agricultural 
Society’s business is transacted, and, after decorating it with garlands, 
went to the palace of Count Andre Zamoyski to present him with the 
two wreaths—one ‘in the name of a grateful country to the President 
of the Agricultural Society,’ the other ‘To the Count Andre Zamoyski 
as a testimonial of the confidence and respect of his fellow-countryinen.’ 
It was a perfect ovation. The order was wonderful, Thespecial constables, 
though disbanded, were there ome oe peace, only showing their cards 
of authority, which they carried in their pockets instead of on their hats,

with the forts of Agosta and Messina, remained for a short time in 
possession of the Neapolitan troops, in virtue of a military convention 
entered into by Garibaldi with Francis’s Generals,
